OPEN SESSION 
t. Chairman's Remarks 


The Chairman stated that Mr. Edouard Lemieux is leaving Quebec for a new position in 
Calgary and will, therefore, tender his resignation to the Board. Mr. Duff commented 
extensively on how much Sir George Williams University and Concordia University owe 
to Mr. Lemieux who has served as a member of the Board of Governors of both 


institutions, as Vice-Chairman of the Joint Committee at the time of the merger and as 
Chairman -of the Finance Committee of Concordia. 


The Chancellor intervened to praise Mr. Lemieux's work on the Benefits Committee and 
the Pension Plan Committee. 


On behalf of the Board, Mr. Duff extended best wishes to Mr. Lemieux in his new 
endeavours. In replying to the congratulatory remarks, Mr. Lemieux felt that he had 
received much more than he had given in his years on the University Board. 


Approval of Minutes 


It was duly moved and seconded (Grassby, Leclaire) and unanimously. 


"RESOLVED that the minutes of the meeting of the Board of Governors of the 21st 
May, 1981 be, and they are hereby, approved." 


Committee Reports 


(1) Operational Services Committee 


The Chairman reported that, in a recent meeting, the Committee had reviewed fire 
and security regulations, and plans for the coming year. He replied to a query 
about Security locking the doors at one end of the Bryan Building, Loyola 
Campus, during occupancy. 


(2) Fund Raising Committee 


Mr. Bourgault stated that the 1981-82 campaign is underway. 


Report of Vice-Rector Martin 


The Vice-Rector reported that the number of students with con~ firmed acceptance for 
next year shows an increase over last year; this, despite a substantial fall off in foreign 
student acceptances. 


Correspondence 


The Secretary read a letter from Mr. William C. Corbett, tending his resignation as a 
member of the Advisory Board. This resignation was accepted. The Chairman commented 
that he believed it important that a review of the Advisory Board be undertaken in the 
near future. 


New Business 


(1) The University Code of Conduct 


The Code of Conduct is printed in the annual Undergraduate Calendar (1981-82 edition, 
p. 102). It has been in operation for a number of years. Document BG-81-6-D17, 
"Proposed Changes in the Code of Conduct" was introduced by the Rector. 


In answer to a question about how the Code would handle a case of sexual harassment, 
the Rector pointed out that under our Code members of the University community can 
bring forward cases of unsatisfactory conduct without need to make public statements. In 
this way, individuals may find redress and all parties may be satisfied without recourse to 
the law courts. The University cannot, of course, guarantee to exclude legal action in the 
Courts. 


It was duly moved and seconded (O'Brien, Lande) and unanimously: 
"RESOLVED that the proposed changes to the University Code of Conduct listed in the 


document "Proposed Changes to the Code of Conduct" (BG-81-6-D17) be, and they are 
hereby, approved." 


(2) Council of the Faculty of Arts and Science 
It was duly moved and seconded (O'Brien, Bourgault) and unanimously: 
"RESOLVED that the revisions enlarging the membership of the Arts and Science 
Faculty Council contained in the memorandum to the Secretary of Senate: 
"Composition of the Council of the Faculty of Arts and Science", May 19, 1981 
(US-81-5-D19) be, and they are hereby, approved. 


The membership of the Council is enlarged to include the following: 


One Faculty Member elected by the Council of the Faculty of Commerce and 
Administration. 


One Faculty Member elected by the Council of the Faculty of Engineering and 
Computer Science. 


One Faculty Member elected by the Council of the Faculty of Fine Arts. 


The new members would be voting members of Council. 


is Mrs. Leclaire expressed her thanks to Mr. Fisher and Mr. McNaughton for the help that 
they had given to the meeting of the Canadian Organization for Part-Time University 
Students (COPUS). 


8. Differential Fees 


Mr. Glen Murray requested that the question of differential fees for foreign students be 
put on the agenda of the Board of Governors' meeting of June 30. The Chairman accepted 
a consensus that this be done. 


9. Election of Members to the Corporation

unanimously:
